BRAZIL TRIES 
OUT NEW RULE 


An experimental match 
incorporating innovations 
in soccer rules was 
recently promoted by TV 


Bandeirantes in Sao. 


Paulo. The alterations to 
the rules were these: 

(1) Offside only in the 
penalty-areas; 

(2) a penalty kick 
awarded after five fouls 
committed. 

(3) playing time 30 
minutes each way, the 
clock being stopped when 
the ball was not in play; 


(4) kick-ins instead of 
throw-ins; 
(5) two referees each 


taking one half of the 
pitch. 

The two sides selected 
included many past. and 
present famous players — 
for example, the Whites 
had: Goalkeeper Felix, 
Djalma Santos, Carlos 
Alberto, Dudu, Eneas and 
Pedro Rocha. The Red 
team had: Marinho Perez, 
Codealdo, Valdemir, Juari,, 
Cesar, Romeu, Moises and 
Airton Lira. 

The match result was a 
5-5 draw, but it was 
evident that the players 
were totally unaccustomed 
to the new rules. Only two 


penalties, for the five-fo x 


rule were awarded, one ta 
each side. 

Strangely enough 
neither side tried playing 
the long ball up to their 
forwards. An_ interesting 
point was one of the goals 
scored by the Reds, Airton 
Lira dribbled past five 
opponents before scoring 
— this apparent easy goal 
was caused by the fact 
that the Whites had a total 
of four fouls against them 
already, consequently no 
opponent dared risk a 
tackle or even a 
professional foul to stop 
him scoring, as this would, 
automatically, have given 
away a penalty kick under 
the five-foul rule. 

The crowd also 
participated, by yelling out 
not to foul, when ‘their’ 
team was on four fouls.
